Paris, August 20 — A smashing 
French Tiotorjr on the Verdun front is 
recorded in the oAlcial eonunnnica- 
tlon from tho war offloa tonight. The 

French have captured the enemy do- 
fenHCM on IkjIIi hIiIck of the Meune 
over a from of more tluiii ideven mlleH 
penetriiliiiH the (icrninii line at Hever- 
ai points to a depth of a mile and a 
quarter. More than 4,000 unwoundcd 
Oerman priaonara were taken. 

The French took the offonaive this 
morning on the Verdun front, strik- 
ing along a sector of eleven miles on 
both bunks of tlio Meuse Itiver. Karly 
ofUciul reports from I'urlH, wlille n'v- 
ing few detallH of ilie iiatlle. xay it 
has developed to the advantage of the 
French and that prlsonera already 
are passing to the rear. 

The first reports do not show 
whether the French have Inauniirat- 
ed tt major ofTcnslve, althouKh the in- 
dications are that the operation is an 
unusually important one. There has 
been sharp lighting recently on the 
Verdun front, which haa been the 
scene of some of the moet sanguinary 
struggles of the war. It waa in this 
sector that the Qennan Crown Prince 
launched an offensive early last year 
in an attempt to break the French 
line. 

Last week the Qermana made a 
sharp local attack there, poaalbly hav- 
ing learned of the FIrenoh prepara- 
tions and hoping to break them up. 

For several days the French have 
been conducting a terrlflc bombard- 
ment of tho Oerman linen. 

Ill tho north the Germans made a 
counter attack on the positlona taken 
yesterday by the British near Bpehy. 
London reporta that the aaaault waa 
repulsed completely. The British line 
on the Ppres front has been advanced 
slightly. 

Heavy lighting Is in progress on the 
Italian front. The Austrian War Of- 
Ilce announced yesterday that a gen- 
eral offensive bad been inaugurated 
by the lUllana on a thIrty-seTen-mile 
front from the region of Tolmlno to 
a point near the Adriatic. The Italian 
official statement of yesterday did not 
mention the attack, but press dis- 
patches from Home today speak of the 
new Italian advance and say the sit- 
uation (or Austria is grave. 

Another great aerial raid over Bel- 
glum waa made by Brlttah airplanes 
on Saturday night Many tons of 
bombs were dropped on various ob- 
jectives. The British alrplan ^ re- 
turned safely after a battle with Oer- 
man macbinee, one of which waa shot 
down.

According to a decision of the Supreme Court of New York, tips 
are nothing less than wages in law. The State Industrial Commission 
made an award to the^ dependent of a taxicab driver (who was kill- 
ed) on the basis of earnings of $17.10 a week, although his salary was 
$12 a weA, the evidence showing that his tips averaged $5.10 a week. 
In upholding the award the court held that "both the person paying 
and receiving" a tip "realized that it is a part i)ayment of the wages 
which the employer compels the person served to pay," and further: 
"The custom and the manner in which the payment of tips is enforced 
and practised leads inevitably to the conclusion that in substanee tne 
tips received arc a part of the wages of the employee from the em« 
ployer as a part recompens)- foi- services rendered." 

It is indeed "realized" pretty generally that the person served 
is too often "compelled" to pay in tips for tolerable service, but it has 
not hitherto been recognized that the employer had a legal or even a 
moral right to force his patrons to pa.\— in addition to the charge on 
the bill, any part of the wages of his employees. If tipping is to be- 
come legal, the amount should be fixed and appear on the bill.

Vou will learn !n time the practical 
rules for taking care of your (eet that 
are followed by experienced soldiers. 
You will avoid considerable discom- 
fort, however, if you learn some of 
theae rules now and put them into 
practice from the very beRinnlnK. 

1. Si'c thai your shoes are larnu 
enough. They will at flrst look and 
teel unnecessarily loose. This Is need- 
ed becansa It haa been found that feet 
swell and lengthen on marches, espe- 
cially when carrying packa. But sboM 
fitted this way well give you no corns, 
bunions, bllslors. or other foot ills. 
In (ac^, they will cure any that .vou 
ilia^ already have. 

9. Take pains to keep your shoes in 
giood coi|d|tlon. 1^ is a good id^a |o 
fWv( * llgh( co||t ot neat's-foot oil, 
y(t\\e\^ wjli boU) soften the' leather and :

4. Keep your feet, socks and aboes 
elsen. When on the march try to 



\vanli yiiiir Hoehs at iiinhl and put on a 
clean pair every niurnlug. ilatlic the 
feet every evening, or at least wipe 
them off with n wet towel. 

5. Keep your feet scrupulously 
clean. A foot hath can he taken, when 
oilier facilities are not at hand, by 
KcjapiiiK a .small ilepressiuii in (he 
ground, throwing a poncho over it and 
pouring water Into this from wpur 
oonteen. Even a pint of water will do 
for a foot bath. You can bathe all 
over by making or dndin*; a depres- 
sion suitable size usiiiK your 
poncho as for a foot bath, 

6. Keep your toe nails trimmed 
closely and cut them' aquare across 
the ends. This Will tend to prevent 
Ingrowing nails. By all means avoid 
the coiunion error of rounding the 
c(jriierH of the nail nml cutting It to 
a point in the center. 

7. In case a bUgter Is formed while 
on the march, open the edge of the 
blister with the point of a knife or a 
needles that has been heated In a 
nuili h Itainc. He sure to siiueezo all 
the lluid out of tlu) blister. To leiive 
any in it may iiiako it worse I'o not 
pull off the loose skjn but pruss It 
back. Then put on nu adhesive |)Iaa- 
ter, covering the skin wall beyond the 
edges of the blister, putting it on as 
tightly as possible without wrinkles. 
In the same way put an adhesive plas- 
ter over any red or tender spots. 

S. In case any tendons become in- 
flamed or swollen (usually due to lac- 
ing the legging or shoe too tightly or 
to some other unnecessary preBsure)t 
soak the foot in cold water, massage 
the tendon, and protect It as much as 
possible by strips of adhesive plaster. 
You should report to a medical officer 
at your first opportunity to make sure 
that the trouble does not grow worse.

Another s|ga ol a gr«eu soldier la a 

carvlessly adjubted pack or any other 
equipment not neatly {ind securely 
fastened. Vour comfort on the march 
depends very largely on the cftre and 
judgment used In getting ready All 
your equipment haa been so designed 
that it aead not iatertore witti the free 
movement of jronr arms and legs. 
Your pack should be strapped to your 
baok la anch a way that you can stand 
erect and breathe freely. There should 
be no pressure on any of the soft parta 



of the body. You will march moat 
easily if you keep your body ereot and 
do not permit yourself to slouch or 
sway from side to side. 

When the command is Kiveii to halt 
and fall out for a few niiniiteH loosen 
your pack and rest back on it In a sit- 
ting and lying position. If |)OBHiblp, 
lie with your feet higher than the 
head) io aa to let the blood flow out 
of the lege Into the body and rest your 
heart. During the first few halts you 
may not feel tired, but rest as com- 
pletely as you can anyway. U)ok for- 
ward to the end of the march and try 
to handle yourself so that you will he 
strong and fresh at the finish. 

At the firat halt it ia well to read- 
Just the pack or any part of the equli 
ment not entirely comfortable. If 
your shoes or leggings are laced too 
tightly, this Is the time to loosen them 

A cheerful attitude is oni' of the best 
aids to a soldier on a trying march. 
Singing and whistling on the march 
Is usually not only allowed but en- 
couraged. They help wonderfully to 
make the long road seem shorter. 

These are all very simple rules, but 
cept from their own hard experience; 
none Iho less Important. Keep them 
in mind. Some men never learn ex- 
but it Is expected of th« men in the 
National Army that they will have the 
good sense to see the value of these 
suggestions and to apply them from 
the very beginning.
